Under incoming correspondence for the week, the 
board received a letter from The Committee to Elect 
Barbara A. Sullivan, addressing their concern over a 
potential conflict of interest related to the upcoming 
election, signed by Committee Chairmen Anthony 
Spooner and Daniel C. Lee Jr. They expressed concern 
over Ms. McCullough appointing former Town Clerk Lois 
Ennis as an election official. 

"The conflict that arises from this is the fact that 
Ms. Ennis is actively campaigning for Ms. McCullough," 
the letter stated. "Campaign activities observed include 
but are not limited to advertising endorsements, mailing 
endorsements, sign holding, and other high profile means 
of campaigning. We believe Ms. Ennis should be removed 
from the electoral process to minimize any perceived 
possibility that could put the election in jeopardy. We also 
ask that you intervene immediately and solicit help from 
neighboring Town Clerks or appoint individuals that can 
manage the election and can provide impartial service to 
the town." 

Ms. Adams said she received a fax response from 
Town Counsel Daniel Perry regarding this matter. "He 
had no problem with Lois Ennis partaking in the train- 
ing," Chairman Lambalot said. "Lois will not be partici- 
pating in the polls as a poll worker." 

"I talked with the enforcement lawyers (at the 
Attorney General's office), but they don't give you an oral 
decision," Ms. McCullough said. "I spoke with the State 
Ethics Commission ... they could see no problem with 
anything that was done. I, personally, was shocked to get 
the first (complaint). What I had done was, I wanted to 
make sure all the poll workers were comfortable with 
their job for the day.

committee would question the integrity of a person who 
has worked for a candidate," Ms. McCullough finished.

Ms. Fuerman read a written request to the board: 
"We requested that the Conservation Commission and 
other town boards should work in conjunction with the 
Buzzards Bay Project (BBP) to develop a comprehensive 
stormwater management plan (with standards similar to 
those implemented in Marion and Rochester) prior to any 
further development. Such a master plan would then 
allow for development along Route 6 while protecting the 
wetlands; protecting the homeowners from flooding 
secondary to stormwater runoff; protecting the surround- 
ing area from the contamination of the gas spill at the

police station; and protecting the town beach and harbor 
which is the direct and final recipient of stormwater 
runoff and its contaminants." 

"Mattapoisett has severe stormwater runoff 
problems," Ms. Fuerman said. "We need to act on the 
findings and take whatever measures necessary. We have 
just spent nine months' of local board members' time, 
concerned citizens' time, and legal expenses. We are 
requesting a moratorium on building in the watershed 
(area). It is time for us to plan for our future. The BBP is 
willing to help us achieve our goal." 

"We got a pretty good start on an assessment of 
what the problems are," said Mr. Rogers. "We did get 
$15,000 in grant monies. Essentially, right now, we're 
enforcing the Commonwealth of Massachusetts' stan- 
dards. When you get to the point where the applicant 
meets the standards ... you owe that applicant approval." 

"I'd be interested in knowing what the difference 
is between the Mattapoisett and Marion By-Laws," said 
Mr. DeMello. "How do we stop individual houses from 
going in that area? Is it fair to restrict larger businesses 
and homeowners? The proof is when you get down there 
when it rains, what happens?" 

"The state's stormwater guidelines are the 
guidelines for local ConCom's to implement the 
stormwater act," Mr. Costa said. "We're encouraging 
towns to adopt stormwater regulations. The ones in 
Rochester and Marion are largely Planning Board subdivi- 
sion regulations. The Mattapoisett regulations are not as 
rigorous as other towns in managing stormwater. Towns 
can adopt these regulations (and) when you develop a 
project, you need to manage and treat the stormwater the 
best you can onsite. The only solution is to manage new 
development coming in and wherever you have a chance 
to remediate older problems."

wholesale disregard for stormwater runoff regulations," 
Mr. Rogers said. "Whether it be for the town or in private 
service." 

"I'd like to have my staff work with the Planning 
Board," Mr. Costa said. "That way, both the applicant and 
the town feel it's fair. I think we should just try to get 
things into the fire with the state. There's options here, but 
part of it is managing new growth." 

Chairman Lambalot suggested Mr. and Ms. 
Fuerman meet with Planning Board and ConCom mem- 
bers to further discuss the stormwater runoff matter and 
then meet again with the Board of Selectmen in five or six 
weeks and pursue avenues with the BBP. The board 
suggested everyone meeting again the first week of May. 

"One of the reasons we're pursuing this is we saw 
the town boards are strapped in dealing with large-scale 
projects (like The Regatta)," Mr. Fuerman said. "If the 
regulations were already in place, there would be less 
wiggle room (for new applicants)." 

Under the Executive Secretary's report, Ms. 
Adams noted last Friday the Selectmen met with the

identified he was released into the custody of a neighbor 
with whom he was staying. 

The following morning, Mr. Collasius called 
Police Chief Przybylek to speak with him about the 
previous night's events. The chief had not been informed 
at that point, but planned to review the police logs and be 
in touch with Mr. Collasius. Once he spoke with the chief, 
he and Mr. Carey were dissatisfied with the response. Mr. 
Collasius made several attempts to contact the officer on 
the case, without a response. 

Eventually, however, the perpetrator was found 
guilty in court, paid court fees, and received probation, 
with the condition that requires him to stay away from 
the neighborhood in which Mr. Collasius and Mr. Carey 
live. This month, however, the perpetrator was seen once 
again staying nearby with a neighbor. According to Mr. 
Collasius, he and Mr. Carey had a difficult time getting a 
response from the police to send an officer to the scene. 
Once an officer did arrive, the perpetrator was gone. 

Mr. Carey said the whole experience has been 
quite traumatic for him and feels that the situation has 
been "handled extremely poorly" by the Police Depart- 
ment. Further, he is concerned that if this individual is 
allowed to return to the area, the next victim may be a 
child or a woman or someone who is unable to defend 
him/ herself. Mr. Carey is outraged at the slow response 
from the Police Department, and demanded that there be 
proactive steps taken to ensure that this type of crime 
never happen again. His major complaint on the issue 
was the slow response from the chief to the letter written 
by Mr. Collasius and read by the Selectmen last week. 

Chief Przybylek said that he had only seen the 
letter last Thursday, three days after the letter was 
brought to the attention of the Selectmen. Selectman Ryan 
stated that after the meeting on Monday night, a copy of

the letter was put into the mail slot for the Police Depart- 
ment on Tuesday. She said it was the Selectmen's error 
that the letter was not marked "urgent" so that the chief 
received it sooner.

Bla de 11. Starring Wesley Snipes and Kris Kristof f erson. 
Directed by Guillermo del Toro. Running time: 110 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

As pretty much the only African-American actor with an 
action-film franchise in which race is never much of an issue, 
Wesley Snipes — who also co-produced 1998' s original Blade as 
well as its new sequel — lias understandably latched onto Blade, 
the cool and hard-boiled vampire slayer, as his shot at longevity 
after too many movies like Murder at 1600. He's certainly 
unimpeachable as a spring-loaded bad-ass in the Blade films, but 
does a ny one else miss the days when Sni pes used to take chances 
and show his formidable stuff asboth a comic and dramatic actor? 
Doesn't he miss those days? 

In Blade II, Snipes lightens up a little, but just a little; 
occasionally he lets Blade smile, but usually only when someone 
is fool enough to start trouble with him! Bla tie still has little 
discernible personality; he wanders into dens of vampiric iniquity 
as if he belonged there (well, he sort of does — he's half- vampire 
by birth)andcutsloosewithstate-of-the-art weaponry — including 
but not limited to his own body — until he's the only one left 
standing. If you're going to have an indomitable stick as a hero, 
vou need quirky, fallible foils as his back-up, preferably played 
by quirkv, infallible character actors; but these films only have 
eyes for Blade. 

The sequel picks up Blade as he's rescuing his mentor Whistler 
(Kris Kristof ferson) from the clutches of some Eurotrash vamps 
who've been keeping the old guy in a tank for years. This hasn't 
much brightened Blade's views of vampires, tut soon enough 
some ninja-clad vamps are coming to him with a truce and a 
proposition. A particularly ugly breed of bloodsuckers known as 
Reapers (derived from a mutated new strain of the vamp virus) 
have been decimating the vampire population. "Good,' Blade 
mightsay. But the Reapers will alsokill anythingelse thatmoves, 
including humans. Not so good. 

Blade grudgingly signs on to help his former foes, aligned in 
a group cheerfully dubbed "the Blood Pack" and including the 
intimidating Ron Perlman as a bruiser named Reinhardt and the 
stylish-looking non-actress Leonor VarelaasNyssa, a vamp with 
impressiveanatomical knowledge (she dissects a Reaper as if she 
did this every day) and a growing attraction to the movie's star 




and co-producer. Once the exposition is out of the way, the 
majority of li/mYt'// devotes itself to fight scenes between the Blood 
Packand the Reapers. The movie has accordingly been compared 
to the Alien films, particularly Aliens, in the way it pits our heroes 
against hordes or relentless insensate evil. Here and there it's 
startlingly well-mounted, but overall the movie is no more or less 
than a fancy shoot-em-up. 

Critics who should know better have placed gifts at the feet 
of director Guillermo del Toro, who has at least one fine horror 
film to his credit (1993's Cronos) and another well-reviewed 
Mexican ghost movie released last year (The Devil's Backbone, 
which I missed ). Del Toro is being praised here for bringing talent 
and brio to an action-horror sequel and then dropping most of the 
talent. A lot of what del Toro does here is indistinguishable from 
what any other hotshot MTV director might do with the same 
script; there's much computer-aided leaping about, much flashing 
of sharp objects and bodies flying apart into orange sparks. The 
Reapers are spectacularly hideous creations, but del Toro doesn't 
find tlie beauty in that ugliness (as a ereat horror director might). 
The opposition here are just gross things to be eradicated. 

Blade 11 is stupidly watcnable, just as its predecessor was; 
these movies are obviously meant to be ass-kicking urban horror 
pieces, with no mystery or dread, just one set-piece after another 
in which Blade — and, bv extension, the star and co-producer — 
is continually shown to be the coolest guy around, and also the 
most testosteronal. Snipes gets his voice way down low, 
enunciating with a hipster's idea of machismo, yet again he 
doesn't seem aware of the joke in it. Is Wesley Snipes afraid 
people still remember his drag-queen turn in To Wong Fool He 
needs to get awav from the latex and leather and get some real 
acting work, andius director needs to stop goofing around with 
sequels based on comic books. Blade 11 is passable for what it is, 
but what it is seems well beneath most ot the participants.

Mattapoisett's sitting Temporary Town Clerk Rebecca 
McCu Hough bristled at this past week's Selectmen's meet- 
ing when members of Barbara A. Sullivan's campaign com- 
mittee simply questioned whether former Town Clerk Lois 
K. Ennis — who has actively campaigned for her succes- 
sor — would be serving as an elections officer or poll 
worker on April 2. 

In a letter signed by Ms. Sullivan's committee chair- 
men, Anthony R. Spooner and Daniel C. Lee Jr., they wrote: 
"We believe Ms. Ennis should be removed from the elec- 
toral process to minimize any perceived possibility that 
could put the election in jeopardy. We also ask that you 
intervene immediately and solicit help from neighboring 
Town Clerks or appoint individuals that can manage the 
election and can provide impartial service to the town." 

Mr. Spooner further explained he was informed Ms. 
Ennis — whohasbeen paid as a consultant under the Town 
Clerk's budget since Ms. McCullough came on board — 
had told poll workers she would be checking in periodi- 
cally if they needed assistance or if any problems arose 
during election day. 

Granted, Massachusetts General Laws (MGL) are 
vague about the role of campaign supporters and they only 
explicitly restrict those running for office from working at 
polling places. But shouldn't even the potential threat of a 
conflict of interest or any perceived nepotism raise a red 
flag and warrant serious consideration? 

"I got upset, because (they) suggested there were un- 
ethical and illegal procedures," Ms. McCullough said. 
"Their complaint originally was that (Ms. Ennis) was do- 
ing (election worker) training. They said she was an elec- 
tions officer. They jumped the gun. I got angry because I 
have bent over backwards to make sure (Ms. Sullivan) was 
involved. All (Ms. Ennis) has done is hold signs for me 
and send out 'Dear Voter' cards. I wouldn't do anything 
illegal. They're getting a little bit carried away." 

In a written response from Town Counsel Daniel Perry, 
he wrote: "In my opinion, Ms. Ennis' participation is le- 
gally permissible. There is no prohibition in the state elec- 
tion laws concerning her participation. There are no pro- 
visions of the conflict of interest law that directly prohibit 
Ms. Ennis' service. She does not have a 'financial interest' 
in the result of the election, and would not be disqualified 
from being an election worker just because she publicly 
supported a candidate." 

Fair enough. Nothing illegal going on here. Yet, one 
has to wonder how someone standing shoulder-to-shoul- 
der with a candidate, waving to passing cars, can remain 
completely impartial if pressed into service during ahotly- 




contested election. 

Ms. McCullough 
stressed, however, that 
Ms. Ennis "will not be 
working inside the polls, 
and she never was 
slated to. I held no inten- 
tion of putting (her) to 
work at the poUs. I never 
put her name forward." 

"I got very angry 
because you don't chaUenge someone's integrity for no 
reason," Ms. McCullough said. 

I agree. 

Flashback to two weeks earlier. Following up on what 
I initially considered a "non story," I made some inquiries 
as to the removal of a candidate's campaign signs from 
the now-notorious corner of North Street and Route 6 — 
the Seahorse property — which I fear will forever be re- 
named "The Sign Corner." You know, the corner where 
the Former and Temporary Town Clerks like to hang out 
and wave. 

Ms. McCullough admitted she held personally re- 
moved said signs from the state property and later learned 
she had acted inappropriately, even though two candidates 
who ran for Selectman last year both had signs at the same 
location. 

"As the town's Elections Officer, I was under the as- 
sumption I could remove them," she said. "My biggest 
concern was to keep an even playing field. I was trying to 
diffuse a possible public safety hazard. If everyone put 
signs there, we'd have a problem." 

Yet, in a public comment at the recent Candidates' 
Night, Ms. McCullough suggested the candidate in ques- 
tion, Daniel Goodman Sr., was responsible for having all 
the previously permitted pubHc service announcement 
signs and banners removed from the site by contacting 
officials at the Massachusetts Highway Department and 
lodging a complaint. 

Let me flip through my notes here ... ah, here ivego. 

Ms. McCullough: "I used all legal avenues ... and called 
the state highway department in Taunton. I was told the 
(signs) that were up were not a hazard (and) no one can 
remove signs from state property. After I learned this, I 
returned the signs to the (Mattapoisett) Police Depart- 
ment." 

So who first put the whole campaign-sign ball of wax 
into motion again?
